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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not provide for, nor suggests providing for: "receiving a first request to 
process a first web destination; identifying a first redirection from the first web 
destination to a second web destination when processing the first request; initiating 
tracking logic based on the first redirection; receiving a subsequent request to process 
the first web destination; identifying, using the tracking logic, a subsequent redirection 
from the first web destination to the second web destination when processing the 
subsequent request; and incrementing a counter when the subsequent redirection from 
the first web destination to the second web destination occurs within a predefined time 
limit." 

The closest art of record is Kirsch et al. Kirsch does not explain detecting 
redirection from one web page to another and subsequently incrementing a counter. 
Kirsch simply determines the reference to a web page is invalid after some number of 
consecutive attempts by a web crawler to access the web page. 

For these reasons, in conjunction with the other limitations of the independent 
claim, puts this case in condition for allowance.
